COUNCIL jobs are set to go as 
more than £1 million is ex¬ 
pected to be slashed from the 
budget supporting frontline 
services. 

Forest Heath District Council is 
aiming to cut its community 
services budget for next year to 
nearly £7.6 million - from £8.6 
million this year. 

Some of the biggest savings are expected 
to be made in the council’s environmental 
budget, which includes bin collection and, 
waste recycling, and cultural services, 
which includes sports and community 
activities. 

Savings of £422,750 have been identified 
from environmental services and £292,040 
from cultural services. 

Andrew Claydon, the council’s strategic 
director (resources) said in a report to 
councillors that sharing services with 
neighbouring St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and other councils could provide a 
way for some functions to survive. 

“In other areas, members (councillors) 
may consider to withdraw elements of the 
service to a significant level or even 
completely,” he said. 

Mr Claydon said the savings proposed 
included a mixture of reductions of 
services and changing the way that the 
council operates its services. 

He said: “Clearly, savings on the scale 
proposed will have an impact on service 
and lead to reduced numbers of staff. The 
likely implications of planned changes to 
staffing will be considered by the corporate 
services committee on February 2.” 

Mr Claydon warned that the council may 
have to concentrate on essential services 
and those it is legally obliged to provide. 
He said there would be limited scope for 
the council to be pro-active and undertake 
projects which would be “nice to do”. 

Committee members will consider the 
revenue budget at a meeting next Tuesday.

Charity swimmers splash out for the last time 


A SHAKE-UP of 999 services 
has been approved following 
the Government’s decision to 
scrap the £23 million fire 
control centre in Waterbeach. 

Strike action is now threat¬ 
ened after Cambridgeshire’s 
fire bosses agreed last week to 
take on Suffolk’s 999 fire 
services, which will lead to 
jobs being axed. 

Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Fire Authority 
approved the plans at a Shire 
Hall meeting. 

But Adrian Clarke, regional 
secretary of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU), said 15 jobs 
were now at risk. 

Suffolk Fire Service has to 
be out of its control centre by 
November because it planned 
to move to Waterbeach. 

Fire bosses said a deal had 
to struck on Monday with the 
company supplying the tech¬ 
nology for extra facilities to 
accommodate the services at 
the Hinchingbrook. 

Some authority members 
objected to the move, saying 
it was “rushed and lacked 
detail” and feared the 
county’s taxpayers’ may be 
left with a £500,000 redund¬ 
ancy bill. 

Cllr Geoffrey Heathcock 
said: “I start from the premise 
of being more than a little 
anxious. I am sceptical given 
the history of the regional 
control centre. 

“Fet’s not pull any punches. 
Suffolk is in a hole but in a 
hole of its own making. We 
are being asked to put our 
heads on the block on a 
journey with very little detail.” 

But Assistant Chief Fire 
Officer Neil Newberry said 
the move would save 
taxpayers’ money. 

He said: “There will be 
some redundancies but the 
cost of those will sit at 
Suffolk’s door. “ 


A THIRD annual charity Swim Along 
is expected to raise between £3,000 
and £6,000. 

The event, at Newmarket 
swimming pool, was the last to be 
organised by the town’s Rotary 
Club. 

Half the money raised by the 
teams taking part goes to the 
Rotary international Polio-plus fund 
which is aimed at eradicating polio 
across the world. 

Microsoft computer boss Bill 
Gates has pledged to match the 


money raised by Rotary clubs. 

The remainder of the money goes 
to charities chosen by the teams. 

Last year’s event was hit by snow 
which prevented a number of teams 
from taking part and cut the money 
raised to £2,500. 

But the first year, which also 
coincided with the opening of the 
new pool, raised £8,000. 

This winter’s flu outbreak meant 
that the team from Newmarket CRU 
(Community Resource Unit) was 
unable to take part. A team of 


nurses also had to withdraw from 
the event because they were 
needed to tend to patients suffering 
from flu. 

But the other teams included two 
from the fire service - one called 
‘Nee’ and the other ‘Nor’. 

Organiser Colin McCarty said this 
year’s event would be the final one 
because it was expected that the 
international polio campaign would 
achieve its fundraising target of 
$200 million, which would attract 
grants totalling $355 million from 


the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation. 

Mr McCarty said: “I would rather 
go out on top than see the event 
dwindle. There are other events we 
can organise to raise money.” 

The 56 people who took part 
completed 3,865 lengths of the pool 
in four hours - equivalent to nearly 
100km. 

The teams will collect their 
sponsorship cash for a presentation 
evening at the town’s Heath Court 
Hotel on January 27.

There are currently 82 people 
on the charity’s waiting list for 
accommodation in the town. 

Keith Bovill, Racing Welfare’s 
head of housing, said: “This is 
excellent news. We are looking at 
a start on site in March and a 
completion date probably early 
in 2012. 

“It will really enhance the 
building and bring it back into 
the Jockey Club family.” 

The listed building dates from 
1878, when it was built to 


commemorate Admiral Henry 
Rous, a Jockey Club steward for 
40 years who is credited with 
writing the rules of racing - 
many of which are still in force 
today. 

It was originally used as a 
hospital until the late 1960s, and 
was subsequently used as a 
sheltered housing scheme by 
Forest Heath District Council, 
with 23 bedsit flats. 

The residents transferred to 
the town’s Barling’s Court 
scheme last year after refurb¬ 
ishment work there was 
completed by Kings Forest 
Housing. 


The new flats will have their 
own front doors and there will 
be an office for welfare officers 
from Racing Welfare, based in 
nearby Park Fane, to visit and 
give support to residents. 

Mr Bovill said it was hoped 
that the clock on the main 
building could be restored to 
working order as part of the 
scheme. The timepiece has been 
stopped for a number of years. 

The eight almshouses in the 
grounds, which are currently 
occupied by elderly tenants of 
Racing Welfare, are due to be 
refurbished and upgraded in a 
second phase of the scheme.

Leap of fear for 
teenage cyclist 

Drink-driver took bend on two wheels at 60mph 


A TEENAGE boy was 
forced to leap off his bike 
into a ditch to avoid being 
hit by a car in Newmarket. 

The 14-year-old’s cycle was 
hurled into the air and the car 
crashed through a wall before 
hitting a block of flats, a court 
heard. 

Driver Rhys Richardson, 19, 
was at the wheel of his boss’s 
rental Ford Mondeo and was 
seen negotiating a bend on two 
wheels while travelling at around 
60mph in a 30mph limit. 

He was over the drink-drive 
limit and was not insured to 
drive the vehicle. 

But he escaped an immediate 
custodial sentence when he 
appeared in court. Instead, he 
was given 12 months in a young 
offenders’ institution, suspended 
for two years.

He was also ordered to do 240 
hours unpaid community work, 
was banned from driving for 18 
months and ordered to retake an 
extended driving test before 
getting his licence back. 

In addition, he was ordered to 
pay £300 compensation for the 
damaged bike, £229 to Flagship 
Housing, the owners of the flats, 
and £200 towards the costs of the 
prosecution. 

Richardson, of West View Park, 
Chesterton, admitted aggravated 
vehicle taking, dangerous driv¬ 
ing, driving with no insurance 
and driving with excess alcohol. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
that the boy riding the bike 
escaped with bruising after the 


incident in Noel Murless Drive, 
Newmarket, on the evening of 
July 3. 

Laura Kenyon, prosecuting, 
said Richardson, who was 18 at 
the time, tried to reverse the car 
away after hitting the flats and 
tried to run away, but was held 
by two members of the public 
until police arrived. 

Evelyn Hicks, defending, said 
that Richardson had no previous 
convictions and had expressed 
genuine remorse. 

She said he suffered from an 
inherited genetic condition 
which interfered with his cog¬ 
nitive thinking. 

Sentencing him, Mr Recorder 
David Anderson, said: “It is very 
fortunate that the boy suffered 
nothing worse than bruising and 
a sustained fear of traffic.”

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Thief in court

Shop owner fears for town as businesses merge 


A SHOP owner has called for action to 
attract more business as she closed one 
of her two businesses. 

Janice Mansfield, who runs the 
Sheringtons of Newmarket, china glass 
and gift shops, in the town’s Sun Lane 
has merged her two shops into one. 

She said: “The lease on the china 
shop has expired and we feel that the 
way this town seems to be going, it is the 
right thing to do.” 

The shop she opened more than 10 
years ago is closing and she is 
amalgamating the business in the 
premises almost opposite. She is 
currently having a sale, with price cuts of 
25 per cent and more. 

She said: “Over the last two years the 
town seems to have lost footfall. This 
decline seems to have started when our 
main supermarket - Waitrose - moved 
on to the outskirts of the town centre. 

“The closure of Palmers department 
store was also a factor, I believe. 

“It is very sad that Newmarket is now 
becoming quite desolate of good 
independent retailers and a good market. 

“Something drastically needs to be 
done before we lose our credibility as a 
market town.” 

The new owners of the town’s Guineas 
shopping centre have indicated that they 
are keen to attract more shops. 

Property development and investment 
company Helical Bar has agreed to buy 
the centre out of administration for 
£17.75 million. The deal is set to be 
finalised tomorrow. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, told 
town councillors that he had a “positive” 
meeting with a representative of the new 
owners and intended to invite him to 
address a council meeting. 

He said the new owners had indicated 
that they were keen to revive plans to 



extend the centre by building on half the 
market square - if the economic 
situation was right. 

Planning permission obtained nearly 
five years ago by the previous owners 
expires in April. 


Cllr Keith Bovill, deputy mayor, said: 
“We should have a vision for the town of 
what we aspire to. 

“We don’t want to become a clone 
town.” 
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SOME people have waited 
more than 10 years to be 
allocated a council or 
housing association home. 

A new report to Forest Heath 
district councillors showed that 
the longest wait was 14 years for 
someone to be found a place in a 
sheltered housing scheme for the 
elderly. 

But others were found a place 
in sheltered housing immed¬ 
iately. 

The average wait is 10 months 

Waits for two-bedroom and 
four-bedroom homes of up to 11 
years have also been recorded. 
But the shortest waits recorded 
were 12 days for a two-bed house 
and four weeks for a four-bed 
house. 

The average wait is eight 
months for a smaller house and 
16 months for larger ones. 

There are currently 1,273 
names on the council's waiting

list, according to a report on 
social housing which was due to 
be submitted to the council’s 
overview and scrutiny committee 
today. 

The report, by Nigel McCurdy, 
the council’s strategic director 
(services), warns that waiting 
times could increase because 
fewer homes for rent were now 
being built. 

In the past two years around 
400 new homes for rent or shared 
ownership have been built - 
mainly in Newmarket. 

Now the scheme is virtually 
completed and there are very few 
new homes planned. 

The report said: “Homeless 
approaches and acceptances are 
much increased in the Forest 
Heath District Council area this 
year and there is a likelihood that 


things will get far worse before 
they get better.” 

The district council transferred 
its housing stock to Kings Forest 
Housing, part of the Flagship 
group, in October 2004. Since 
February 2008 homes have been 
allocated through the Home Link 
choice-based lettings scheme 
which involves other councils in 
the Cambridge sub-region. 

Applicants bid for available 
housing every two weeks, mainly 
through online applications. But 
people without access to a comp¬ 
uter can submit bids by text, 
telephone or by a pre-printed 
card. 

Since the scheme was intro¬ 
duced 673 of the 992 successful 
applicants for housing have 
come from the two most needy 
categories - which includes 
people who are either homeless 
or are threatened with homeless¬ 
ness and those with pressing 
medical reasons.

Sir , I was dismayed by Mr 
Woollard’s letter regarding more 
publicly-owned land potentially 
being sold to the National Trust 
(Sell land on open market - Letters, 
January 6). 

The trust should stick to the upkeep 
of heritage estates and buildings of 
interest which was its original 
remit, I believe. 

I argued with someone at Wicken 
Fen that we need every acre of 
farmland for growing food, given 
that England is over-populated by 
at least 12 million souls, and 
growing, and the justification for 
flooding it was that one of the farms 
is “useless for food as it was used 
for growing bulbs”. Needless to say, 

I challenged this because such 
ignorance is worrying indeed. 
Personally, I find Wicken Fen quite 
soulless and have never heard a 
bird singing or seen any wildlife 
other than imported cattle and 
horses. 

The county and district councils are 
predominantly Tory run, which 
used to be the party of the 
countryside, but seemingly they 
have lost their way and are only 
intent on desecrating farm land, 
either by putting it under concrete 
or, as in this case, water. 

One can only assume it has 
something to do with the huge 
sums paid out centrally for the 
number of developments created. I 
shall submit a Freedom of 
Information request, relating to the 
24 acres, and suggest your 
newspaper does the same. 

What makes this matter so 
questionable is that during the sale 
of a useless piece of county land 
near me, the need to get the best 
possible price for taxpayers was 
consistently emphasised. 

The amount of money expended on 
that transaction was mind- 
boggling. One wonders who 
approves such sums for a bit of 
conveyancing, especially as it has 
recently transpired that another 
useless bit was omitted in error. 
When I offered to fence that in for 
the safe use of wildlife, much- 
needed in Soham now, the 
response was “it will have to go to t 
he best offer”. 

No doubt it will cost more to 
offload it than it will bring in. I 
despair.

Tesco prepares to put 
in plan for new store 


AN application for planning 
permission for a new Tesco 
supermarket is due to be 
submitted later this month. 

The plans for the new store in 
Newmarket were originally 
expected to have been deposited 
with Forest Heath District Council 
before Christmas. 

But a spokesman for the chain 
said the application would now be 
submitted this month. 


He said that the scheme was 
unlikely to be significantly delayed 
but reports and supporting 
evidence for the application were 
still being compiled. 

The new “eco-store” is due to 
replace the existing Tesco in 
Fordham Road, Newmarket, and is 
set to be built on an adjoining 
warehouse site. 

It will be around twice the size of 
the existing store, with total floor 


space of 70,000 sq ft, and will have 
a total staff of nearly 500 - 
providing an extra 200 jobs. 

The company is aiming to open 
the new store by Easter 2012, if 
planning permission is granted 
and other formalities completed 
without major opposition. 

The existing store is due to be 
demolished and the site used for 
car parking once the new one is 
completed.

A BOOKMAKER facing 
opposition to his plans for 
a new betting shop says he 
is being discriminated 
against.

Council cuts funding 
for speed cameras 


THE future of speed 
cameras in Suffolk, 
including one in 
Newmarket, could be 
in doubt after county 
councillors withdrew 
£1.2 million funding 
from the partnership 
which operates them. 

The county has just 
seven fixed cameras, 
but there are many 
more sites where 
camera vans operate, 
including on the A11 
at Barton Mills. 

The county coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet has 


agreed to withdraw 
funding after April 1. 

Police are hoping to 
replace the cash with 
money paid by motor¬ 
ists who are given the 
option of taking driver 
improvement courses 
instead of having a 
fine and points on 
their licence. 

The camera in 
Newmarket, in Cam¬ 
bridge Road, near the 
junction with Ham¬ 
ilton Road, is used to 
enforce a 40mph 
limit. 


£250,000 fitting out the shop with 
the latest technology and flat- 
screen televisions. 

Mr Power, who last year 
sponsored the confessional “sin 
bin” at the town’s Catholic 
Church, said: “I think Newmarket 
punters should have more 
choice. 

“They are also more savvy and 
we will be offered better value 
which will force the other firms 
to compete. 

“It’s bringing new business to 
the town and it will provide six 
new jobs. 

“People can talk all they like 
about wanting new shops, but 


that unit has been empty for over 
a year and no-one has taken it." 

The town council’s devel¬ 
opment and planning committee 
on Monday decided to seek more 
information from Forest Heath 
District Council before con¬ 
sidering whether to adopt a 
policy opposing the change of 
use of shops. 

Cllr Bill Burch, former mayor, 
said it would be naive to oppose 
the change of use. 

But Cllr Mick fefferys, the 
current mayor, said the loss of 
shops for other uses could 
change the town centre for the 
worse. 


Sex offender 
failed to tell 
about move 


A SEX offender has admitted that he 
failed to let the authorities know he had 
moved house. 

Michael Bozward, 25, appeared 
before magistrates for failing to comply 
with the requirement of the Sexual 
Offences Act. 

The court heard he did not notify his 
move to All Saints Road, Newmarket, 
within three days - as required under 
the act. 

He appeared before magistrates in 
Bury St Edmunds on January 1, when 
he was due to be sentenced. But the 
court heard he did not keep an 
appointment with a probation officer 
who was due to have prepared a pre¬ 
sentence report on him. 

Bozward, who gets £130 a fortnight 
Jobseekers’ allowance, told the court he 
spent his fare to get to Bury St Edmunds 
on paying a court fine, and no-one 
would lend him the money. 

The magistrates agreed to adjourn 
the hearing again to allow him time to 
visit the probation officer. Bozward said 
his partner would keep the fare money 
safe until it was needed. 

He was released on bail on condition 
that he attends the appointment with 
the probation officer. He is due to 
return to court on February 1 to be 
sentenced.

Mrs Turner was assaulted 
despite having given him a 
discount, as the fare was 
meant to be £10.60. 

Penny Cannon, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “Ingram then ran off 
into the churchyard but Mrs 
Turner drove her car and 
caught up with him. 

“She followed him until the 
police arrived and Ingram 
was arrested. 

“At the police station, he 
said he couldn’t remember 
slapping her and that he had 


been drinking. 

“Mrs Turner was left with a 
red mark on her cheek 
following this incident on 
September 25.” 

The court heard how 
Ingram was originally given a 
caution by police, with the 
conditions that he paid the 
fare, £50 compensation to 
Mrs Turner and wrote a letter 
to her by October 11 last year. 

However, he failed to do so 
and at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday, Ingram plead¬ 
ed guilty to assault and 
dishonestly making off 
without payment. 

Ingram, a self-employed 
roofer, who was unrepres¬ 
ented in court said: “I’d been 
out drinking for my birthday 
and had started drinking at 


about 10am that day. 

“I didn’t know what I was 
doing and it was pure 
stupidity. 

“I didn’t know the victim 
and I couldn’t pay the com¬ 
pensation because I haven’t 
had much work on.” 

Ingram was made subject 
to a 12-month community 
order, with the requirement 
to complete 40 hours of 
unpaid work in the comm¬ 
unity. 

Magistrates also ordered 
that he pay £150 compen¬ 
sation, £10 for the taxi fare, 
£85 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge. 

Presiding magistate Phil 
King said: “What you did was 
completely unacceptable.” 


Market move meets with council opposition 



A SUGGESTION to move a 
town’s market for a trial 
period is being opposed 
by town councillors. 

Members of 
Newmarket Town 
Council’s community 
services committee said 
they would not support a 
suggestion - from the 
traders-that they should 
have a three-month trial 
of setting up their stalls in 
the High Street, instead of 
the market square. 

The stallholders argued 
that a move to the High 
Street would help boost 
trade and save the twice- 
weekly market, where just 
a handful of traders 
attend regularly. 

But Cllr Bill Burch, 
former mayor, said a 
move to the High Street 
was “idiocy”. 

He said: “People’s 
minds go back to when 
we had the widest High 
Street in East Anglia and 
the market was there. 

“Then, there were just 
a few cars that came 
through on race days - 
but now there’s a 
constant stream of traffic 
and it’s dangerous.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said 
Forest Heath District 
Council, which runs the 
market, was hoping to 
find a company to take 


over the operation and a 
closing date for tenders to 
be submitted was 
February 4, with a 
decision to be made by 
February 23. 

Cllr Glenn Edge 
suggested that it could be 
an opportunity for the 
town council to “step up 
to the plate” and take 


over the market. 

Cllr Hirst said: “We 
should make it clear to 
the traders that we’re 
keen for the market to 
succeed, but this is an 
interim period.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the 
mayor, said: “It’s not the 
right time to move the 
market. We should see 


what the new owners of 
the Guineas centre do. 

“But we should do all 
we can to make sure that 
the market is viable.” 

Cllr Richard Fletcher 
said the wide pavements 
between Rutland Hill and 
the Clocktower Piazza 
would be suitable for 
occasional markets. 


But it would not be 
right for the regular 
market to be held there. 

He said a survey of 
residents, carried as part 
of the town council’s 
“vision” for the future of 
the town last year, 
showed no support for 
switching the market to a 
different location. 


Accident closes road 


A ROAD was closed 
following a crash near 
Newmarket. 

The collision involved a 
Ford Transit and a Ford 
Focus on the A1303 New¬ 
market Road at Bottisham. 

The crash took place at 
9.20am last Thursday at 
the junction with Wil- 
braham Road. 


The A1303 was closed 
and police, firefighters and 
the ambulance service 
attended the scene. 

A spokeswoman from 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust 
said two people were taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

She said their injuries 
were not life threatening. 


Man facing arson trial 


A MAN accused of starting a fire 
at a house where his former 
partner and three children were 
sleeping is to stand trial for 
arson. 

Daniel Coe, 31, of no fixed 
address, denied the charge 
when he appeared before 
Ipswich Crown Court last Friday. 
The charge relates to a fire at a

Wounding man 
‘faces prison’ 

A MAN has been warned he faces a 
prison sentence after an attack in which 
the victim suffered a fractured jaw and 
eye socket. 

Dylan Houghton, 29, admitted 
wounding Ian Furze outside Newmarket’s 
Bull pub on Valentine’s Day last year. 

Houghton, of Carter Street, Fordham, 
previously denied wounding with intent 
and was due to face trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court, starting on Tuesday. But he 
admitted a less serious charge and the 
case was adjourned to the week 
beginning February 7. 

The judge, Mr Recorder Simon Spence, 
told Houghton it was “highly likely” that 
he would receive a prison sentence and 
granted him bail until his next court 
appearance. 

Last year, Houghton was one of the first 
to face a drinking banning order under a 
new law. But magistrates, who heard 
about the incident in which he was said 
to have been seen straddling Mr Furze on 
the ground and punching him in the face, 
ruled that a ban would have been 
“disproportionate”. 

At the time, Houghton had not been 
charged with assaulting Mr Furze, who 
needed hospital treatment.

A TRUSTED gardener and

Michael Braithwaite, 55, was 
given an 18-month sentence after 
he was convicted of two charges 
of stealing from Peter and 
Marjorie Roberts at their home in 
Herringswell, near Newmarket. 

Braithwaite, of Hyde, Cheshire, 
denied the charges, but he was

convicted after a two-day trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The court heard the offences 
were committed on or before 
November 29, 2009. 

Mr Roberts died, aged 86, in 
January last year, before the case 
came to trial. Mrs Roberts, who is 
crippled with arthritis, was 94 
when the offences were comm¬ 
itted. 

Evelyn Ginn, 68, Mrs Roberts’s 
daughter and stepdaughter of Mr 
Roberts, said: “For the amount of 
distress it has caused, we would 
have liked to have seen a longer 


sentence but, under circum¬ 
stances, we were told it was the 
most we could expect. 

“I hope other people with 
elderly parents would take note 
and keep a record of all their 
valuables and take photographs 
of them if possible. 

“I would hate this to happen to 
anyone else. It is so distressing." 

Mrs Ginn, who lives in 
Newmarket, said her mother had 
lost family “treasures” including 
letters and photographs as well 
as a collection of coins, silver, 
porcelain and other property. 


Virus outbreak closes two wards 


AN outbreak of the 
winter vomiting disorder 
has led to the closure of 
two hospital wards to 
new patients. 

West Suffolk Hospital, 
in Bury St Edmunds, 
which treats patients 
from the Newmarket 
and Haverhill areas, has 
closed its wards G4 and 
G5 after a total of nine 
patients showed symp¬ 


toms of the norovirus, 
which causes vomiting 
and diarrhoea. 

Staff at the hospital are 
taking steps to stop the 
illness from spreading, 
including carrying out 
enhanced cleaning in 
the affected areas and 
ensuring patients from 
the affected wards are 
not transferred else¬ 
where in the hospital. 


Additional signs have 
been put up to remind 
visitors to wash their 
hands with soap and 
water, while anyone who 
has shown virus symp¬ 
toms is urged to stay 
away. 

Gwen Nuttall, the 
hospital’s chief operating 
officer, said: “We are 
managing the current 
cases using our stringent 


infection control pol¬ 
icies, and our cleaning 
staff have been working 
hard to make sure 
enhanced cleaning takes 
place on the affected 
wards. 

“We advise anyone 
who has had diarrhoea 
or vomiting to stay away 
from the hospital for at 
least 72 hours after they 
have recovered.”

THE KING’S SPEECH

“THE British are coming!” 
screenwriter Colin Welland 
famously declared in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar 
for Chariots Of Fire. Almost 30 
20 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 
Slumdog Millionaire was the 
toast of Tinseltown in 2008, 
garnering almost every trophy 
in sight, and now The King’s 
Speech is poised to do the 
same, and win Colin Firth a 
well-deserved Academy 
Award into the bargain. 

His portrayal of King George 
VI in Tom Hooper’s majestic 
comedy drama is 
heartrending. 

Firth is matched laugh for 
laugh by Geoffrey Rush in 
imperious form, and the cream 
of homegrown acting talent 
provides illustrious support, 
including Timothy Spall as 
Winston Churchill.

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Springing forward to 
a snowdrop fantasy 


I n the depths of winter, 
television gardening 
expert Carol Klein 
cannot wait until spring 
when she can wander 
through the woodland area 
of her Devon garden to see 
what gems are emerging. 

“I love that feeling of intimacy 
and enclosure in my woodland 
garden,” she enthuses. 

“I've chosen plants which typify 
the setting, starting off the year 
with snowdrops, which resist any 
amount of wind yet those heavy 
bell flowers stay suspended on 
little, skinny stems which allow 
them to move around without 
coming to any harm. Left to their 
own devices they will colonise and 
spread.” 

Woodland gardens traditionally 
welcome plants which will thrive 
in shade, or at least dappled shade. 
Snowdrops are followed by a 
succession of other bulbs, 
hellebores and pulmonarias, 
primroses, springtime trilliums and 
erythroniums (dog tooth violets), 
woodruff, wood anemones and 
bluebells in the shady garden. 

Epimediums are among Carol's 
favourite woodland plants. They

will thrive even in dry, dense shade 
and are grown primarily for their 
foliage; heart-shaped leaves borne 
on wiry stems and changing colour 
as the season progresses. 

When planting epimediums 
among tree roots, add plenty of 
humus-rich material around the 
roots but avoid strong manure as 
epimediums, in their natural 
habitat, would be fed by leaf litter. 

“In March, our native primrose 
is at home among oak leaves and 
ferns,” she says. 

“If the primrose was a new 
introduction from some far-off 
place, gardeners would fight each 
other to possess it. Perfect pale 
flowers with an egg-yolk centre 
held on stems the colour of baby 
birds above rosettes of dark, 
crinkled leaves, the primula 


epitomises the coming of spring. 

“In its natural habitat it seeds 
itself around, each new plant 
becoming an established clump, 
spreading out gradually in search 
of nutrients among the debris of 
leaves and moss. Initially in the 
garden, though, it needs a helping 
hand. It is a sociable plant and 
always looks its best in colonies.” 

Her observations are detailed in 
Life In A Cottage Garden, a new 
six-part BBC Two series which 
started last Friday, accompanied by 
a tie-in book. 

If you have a shady spot with a 
canopy of trees, rake up the leaves 
in autumn and make as much leaf 
mould as you can, she advises, 
which can then be used as a mulch 
or to enrich other parts of the 
garden. Use some as a natural 
mulch around trees and groups of 
larger plants, but keep mulch away 
from young plant stems, as it can 
rot them if too much. 

“Don’t just leave the fallen 
leaves, because they may be hiding 
some of your tiny treasures such as 
erythroniums and pretty 
Epimedium grandiflorum and 
versicolor. Don’t leave fallen 
leaves on hellebores because they 
grow so close to one another that 
any disease will spread.” 


Research the plants you want to 
incorporate in your woodland area, 
as some have different needs to 
others. 

“You need to put things in 
places you know they would grow 
naturally. Epimedium versicolor, 
for instance, will grow in very dry 
shade and will grow in tree roots, 
but that wouldn't work with 
trilliums because they need a good 
root run.” 

Whatever the soil type in your 
woodland space, the ground will 
need to be well prepared. Weed 
areas and dig well-rotted manure 
or compost into the ground, 
especially in areas of dry shade, 
where plants may take a bit longer 
to establish. Once they are planted, 
water them well and cover them 
with a mulch of leaf mould or 
compost, which will help retain 
moisture. 

Even in small woodland corners, 
make space for a rustic seat where 
you can relax and enjoy this shady 
spot on a hot day. Before you know 
it, summer will be here and you 
can take shelter in your cool, quiet 
woodland haven.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

f] Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

‘Green’ grants 
kickstart new era 

GOVERNMENT grants of up to £5,000 are now 
available for motorists buying electric or ultra- 
low emission cars. 

Transport Secretary Philip Hammond has 
hailed the £43 million scheme as the start of 
“an exciting green revolution.” 

But most of the nine cars eligible for the grant 
will still cost well over £20,000, even taking 
into account the £5,000 discount. Also, the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association (ECA) has 
expressed concerns about whether the 
necessary infrastructure is in place for the 
scheme to succeed. 

Only three of the vehicles - the Mitsubishi 
iMiEV, the Smart fortwo electric drive, and the 
Peugeot iON (pictured above) - are so far 
available. The other six vehicles will be 
available from March to early 2012 and include 
the Vauxhall Ampera, which will cost more than 
£28,000 - taking into account the Government 
grant. 

The other vehicles are the Citroen C-Zero, the 
Nissan Leaf, the Tata Vista EV, the Toyota Prius 
Plug-in and the Chevrolet Volt. Further vehicles 
will become available later this year. 

The Government grant is for up to a quarter 
of the cost of an electric car up to a maximum 
of £5,000. All those purchasing these vehicles 
will be exempt from vehicle excise duty car tax.

Women ‘unnerved’ 
by male passengers 


MOST men are quite happy to be 
driven by their female partner but 
their presence in the passenger seat 
can often unnerve women, an 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(1AM) survey showed. 

Only 5 per cent of men are 
sometimes not relaxed or never 
relax when their woman is behind 
the wheel. 

But if they are driving their male 
partner, as many as 15 per cent of 
women are sometimes not relaxed 
and about 8 per cent never relaxed. 

The survey of 520 male and 480 
women drivers also revealed: 

■ Almost twice as many male 
motorists than women ones say 
they are confident drivers 

■ When partners drive out together, 
men are four times more likely to 
take the wheel than women 

■ But when couples go out to the 


pub or to a party, it is more often 
the woman who ends up doing the 
driving to go home 

■ Many more women than men 
say that other drivers make them 
very nervous or a little nervous 

■ The least nervous and most 
confident drivers - both male and 
female - are in Yorkshire and 
Humberside 

■ The least confident drivers are in 
north east England 

■ Men and women are equally 
likely to admit to speeding, poor 
parking or losing their temper. 

lAM’s policy and research director 
Neil Greig said: “While women are 
still more nervous in certain 
environments, such as in fast- 
moving traffic and bad weather, we 
encourage them to take the steering 
wheel more often, and to get as 
much practice as possible.”

Tigers’ fury as 
conference is 
scrapped again 

MILDENHALL have joined the 
growing number of clubs sharing 
their frustration at the continued 
delay of the National League’s 
annual conference. 

The original date in December 
was postponed to this week as the 
British Speedway Promoters’ 
Association continued attempts to 
resolve Coventry and 
Peterborough’s places in the sport. 

But with no resolution in sight, 
the third division teams are now 
unlikely to meet until the end of 
the month, possibly January 25.

While wishing to remain 
anonymous until their licence is 
accepted, they admitted that their 
frustration is mounting over the 
continuing delay - six weeks on 
from the annual conference of the 
Elite and Premier Leagues. 

At this stage it is understood 10 
teams would be likely starters in 
the National League: Buxton, 
Dudley, Isle of Wight, King’s Lynn, 
Mildenhall, Newport, Rye House, 
Scunthorpe, Sittingbourne 
and Stoke.

However, he did not race 
again after sustaining a 
leg injury following that 
Ascot demolition job, 
eventually being retired 
and sold to stud in fapan. 
A mark of 135 puts him 
just lib behind Sea The 
Stars following his 
unbeaten run in 2009. 
Blame, who inflicted 
Zenyatta’s first career 
defeat when holding her 
by the narrowest of 
margins in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic, is next best 
on 129, lib ahead of 
2,000 Guineas victor 
Makfi, Derby hero 
Workforce and 
three-time American 
Grade One winner 
Quality Road. 


Workforce was well 
beaten by Harbinger at 
Ascot, but redeemed his 
reputation with victory in 
the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe and shares the 
title of top three-year-old 
with Makfi. 

Makfi was triumphant at 
Newmarket last May but 
suffered defeat by 
Canford Cliffs on his next 
start, although he is still 
rated lib higher than 
that rival. 

lapanese-trained Arc 
second Nakayama Festa 
shares that rating of 127 
while Aidan O’Brien’s 
Cape Blanco and Rip Van 
Winkle are both on 126. 
O’Brien also had the top 
sprinter in 
Starsp angledb anner 
(121) while record- 
breaking filly Goldikova 
is rated 125 following her 
third Breeders’ Cup Mile 
triumph.
